Held by the Zmut For Forty Year» 
ani May Soon Be Solved.

Ing daily saper a brief telegram from 
Zermatt to the effect that guides had 
been searching the lower portiin of 
the Zmut glacier for the body of Lord 
Franels Dougias, 

This announcement was probably 
puasling to not a few peopple, many 
Goubtless imagining that some quite 
recent mountaineering tragedy ad oc- 
curred, involving the death of a mem- 
ber of the British aristocracy, but of 
which till that moment they had heard 
nothing. 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
death of Lord Francis Douglas oc- 
curred exactly forty-one years ago, and 
that the body is only now being soug!it 
for is explainable by the fact that it 
{s only this summer “due” at the gla- 
cler’s tongue. 

For this is the way of glaciers. A 
man falls into a crevasse hiju up teuc 
the source of one of these slowly mov- 
Ing ice rivers. The intense cold pri 
serves the body, and the glicicr bears 
It with it to the valley far Lolow, t 
discorge it at last not iufvey.oatly o 
fresh and perfect as on the day ‘ first 
gripped it. 

Many bedies have been thus deliver- 
ed up after the lapse of forty, fifty, six- 
ty and even more years, and in some 
instances exceedingly accurate fore- 
casts, based on the known velocities 
of particular. glaciers, have been made 
as to the time of such deliverances. It 
is generally agreed among geologists 
that the Zmut glacier ought to dis 
gorge the remalns of Lerd F’rancis—as 
suming that they are ever agaia to se 
the light of diy—this year er next. 

The aceldent which cest Lord Franc! 
his life occurred during the first asce::! 
of the Matterhorn and was dus to t! 
breaking of the rope which held the 
pioneers together. Four of them fe!! 
4,000 feet to their deaths, but tiree of 
the bodies were recovered shortly aft 
erward.—London Standard.
